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Amherst Men Make Many Dis- 


coveries in Patagonia. 


Biological Expedition Now on Its Way 


Home With Many Scientific Treas- 


ures and After Finding a Col- 


ony of Prosperous Boers. 


New-York.—After having passed six 


months devoted (o scientific explora- 
tion In the wilds of Interior Patagonia, 
the mombors of tho Amherst college 
biological expedition are homeward 
bound from Buenos Ayres to Now 
York by way of London, bringing with 
them many Important contributions to 
acfonco and a fund of interesting ex- 
pxiriencea. 


Tho expedition, which left for Pata- 


gonia on July 3 last, ia in charge ot 
Prof. F. B. Loomls of tho chair ot 
biology in Amberst college. His asso- 
ciates aro Waldo Shumway, Amherst, 
1911; Layton Tumor. Amhorst, 1912, 
and William 3toln. 


Letters recently received from Pro- 


fessor lx>omls by his associates In 
Amhorut and from Mr. Tumor by his 
mother roport that- tho expedition has 
discovered somo entirely now biolog- 
ical specimens and gathered much val- 
uablo geological data. It has shipped 
to the college four rnoro or less com- 
plete prehistoric skeletons, 15 skulls 
and a largo number of jaws, which In- 
cludo flno specimens of tho Kocone— 
horse, 
elephant, 
rodent, 
prinmto, 


notostylopua and a large variety qt 
other specimens taken from the bone 
bods discovered by tho party. Pro- 
fessor LoonilH reports that many of 
"Iho specimens are entirely new to 
this country and suggest several now 
scientific ideas. 


Somo of the most valuable additions 


to geological knowledge! aro tho rich 
marine deposits which tho Amherst 
men discovered, In somo instances at 
levels a thousand foot abovo> tho sea. 
Amongs these are specimens of i>ctrl- 
flod troos. some six foot In diameter, 
which aro supposed 
to have boon 


driven In by Atlantic storms of tho 
prehistoric ages. 
In one spot they 


found what appeared Hko an entire 
raft of those hugo trees. 
Members 


of tho party also collected tho fossil 
remains of 
marine 
life, 
such 
as 


sharks' tooth, alligators and turtles, 
from bods hundreds of feet above the 
present sea level. Shells of bivalves 
similar to tho oyster, but a foot or 
moro In diameter, woro found in tho 
sarno locality. 


Tho present expedition Is tho third 


of a series which has boon financed 
by tho Amhorst class of 1896. of which 
Professor Laornls was a member, 


Striking inland 
from 
Rawson, a 


email town on tho Chubut coast, tho 
little party, with Its touts, a specially 


Expedition Camp In Patagonia. 


built mountain wagon and its com- 
plete scientific equipment, penetrated 
to tho valleys of:-tho Chubut and tho 
Rio Chico and traversed 'the almost 
barren, tableland that stretches be- 
tween. Living trees are so rare in 
this country 
of the 
pampas 
that 


throughout the settled portions of< the 
territory"the inhabitants.' build their 
idwellings of corrugated iron imported 
from abroad. Practically the only veg- 
etation which is common, isvn stunted

HE first .president of the United States - 
was a church-goer in the true sense of th« 
word. There have been public meii in the 
history of^the nation who,went to church 
far more regularly after they were elected 
to high official positions—or at least after 
they were nominated for such places of 
distinction—than they' ever did 
before.
